A 
more villainous falsehood was never 
published by the tools of Mr. Hanna. 
The State officers, all o£ whom are 
Silver men, decided to send ballots and 
ballot boxes to Captain Linscott of the 
Nevada Cavalry Troop and let the 
Courts, if required, decide whether or 
net the votes of the volunteers could 
be counted under the Constitutional 
provision without an Act of the Legis- 
lature regulating the manner of voting 
in oamp or in the field. June 25,1898, 
when the Nevada Battalion was in pro 
cess of organization, under the call of 
the President, the JOURNAL editorially 
referred to the probability of voiuu 
teers being disfranchised in the"* follow- 
ing language: 


"Ihe Constitution of Nevada,Article 


II, Section 3, provides that the right ot 
suffrage shall be enjoyed by all per 
sons, otherwise entitled to the same 
who may be in the military or nava 
service of the United States; provided 
the votes so oast shall be made to ap 
ply to the county and township o 
which said voters were bona flde re si 
Ooius at the time of their enlistment 
It further provides that provision sbal 
be made by law regulating the tnanne 
of voting, holding eleotiona and mak 
ing returns of sncb elections. 


"The Legislature of 1866 did mak 


such provision as the Constitution re 
quires for volunteers to vote in th 
field and the volunteers did vote ii 
accordance with the law. In 1873, how 
ever, the Legislature, whioh WHS over 
whelminglr Republican, for some rea 
•on, repealed the Act, though the Con 
rti'ution, as is shown, provides that th 
right of suffrage shall be enjoyed bj 
all persons entitled to the name, wh 
may be in the military or naval servic 
of the United States and that pro 
vision shall be made by law regulatin 
the manner of voting. 


"Now, in consequence of the repea 


of the Act providing for Nevada vol 
unteers to exercise the right of an drag 
while in the service ot the Unite 
States, and the failure of the Legisla 
tare to'oomply with the requirement 
of the CouHtitutioo, several hnndrei 
of the most patriotic, citizens of Ne 
vada are to bo denied the privilege o 
voting while fighting for their countrj 
in foreign lauds. Congress propose 
by the passage of a bill now befor 
that body to give troops in the field a 
opportunity to vote for members o 
Congress from the districts in wbic 
the troops resided, but that is as Ear a 
Congress can go ia the matter. Th 
expense of convening tbe Legislator 
in special session to enact a law to en 
able the volunteers to vote next No 
vember, should the war not end before 
that time, is more than the finauuia 
condition of the State will-permit and 
our brave men who have gone and a 
going to the war, will be denied 
privilege whioh the Constitution de 
clares shall be accorded every citizen o 
the State who is in the naval or mili 
tary service of the United States."

Tbe ^Evolution of Hi 11 Mtli'bi«..ict. 


The dresser began sarvuso in *!u 


kitchen as a table, advancing until i 
waa composed of a top and two shelve 
below, supported by four legs. It wa 
then used not so much as a place fc 
dressing the meats as a serving table 
on which dishes wero placed before be 
ing allotted to the members of th 
household. At a later period a portion 
of the dresser >>ecame inclosed, and aft 
cr that ail extra shelf, with sometime 
a hood, was placed on it. It was no 
then nn article of kitchen furniture, bu 
stood in tho hall or living room. As a 
result of the desire to reduce the qupn 
tity offurniture in the hall the credent 
and dresser were combined ns one arti 
cle, with a closet and shelf below am 
several shelves above, the whole enr 
mounted by a' canopy. Then it -was like 
some of our sideboards, though ib 
not known by that name until the eight 
eeuth century, when it assumed the 
long, low table; form, with drawers anc 
cupboards below. Tho name sideboarc 
prior to this had, however, been appliec 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen 
tury.—Architectural Hecord

The highest 
vote cast was for District Attorney 
an office for which all but 20 voters hac 
a choice. The lowest vote was for pub- 
lic administrator, which fell 186 short, 
but for this office there was only one 
candidate. 


The shortage in the vote cast for the 


other State and county officers was as 
follows:

Judge 96, Secretary of State J2, Con- 
troller 61, State Treasurer 47, Surveyor
